The Department of Transport administers three 
major wharves at Sept Illes, Quebec. As an indication of 
the importance of this harbour, it should be noted that 
the Jron Ore Company and Wabush Mines operate major ore 
loading docks in the harbour and total ores and other 
cargoes handled in 1968 exceeded 26 million tons, the 
highest tonnage of any harbour in Canada. 


Recently with the power development at Churchill 
Falls (Labrador) there has been a major increase in shipping 
and flow of freight through the port including additional 
heavy tonneces of construction equipment and bulk materials 
for onward movement by rail to Churchill Falls. To assist 
in meeting these new dévelopments, additional rail Sidings, 
a second heavy lift derrick, new warehousing facilities, etc. 
have been provided on the wharves. 


To ensure maximum utilization of the existing 
wharves, the Department has been working closely with local 
shipping interests in the integration and co-ordination of 
shipping and rail movements to avoid serious shipping tie-ups 
and congestion. 


As the Iron Ore Company docks, derrick, railway 
and storage areas adjoin one of the main government wharves, 
and to ensure the most efficient use of joint facilities under 
unified control, the Department, a year or SO ago, appointed 
the Company's Supervisor of Vessels as Wharfinger to control 
traffic with a Deputy Wharfinger named by the Department to 
deal with financial matters, collection of wharfage tolls and 
dues on vessels and goods using the government wharves. The 
Wharfinsger is a salaried Company employee and receives no 
‘remuneration from the Department. ‘The Deputy Wharfinger is 
paid out of the wharfage revenues on the standard commission 
basis and his commissions totalled $9,600. in 1968/69. 


With the continued expansion of traffic at the 
wharves complaints re delays, etc. have been received from 
shipping interests and present staffing arrangements are not 
adequate to deal with the Situation. It is proposed therefore, 
pursuant to Section 6 of the Government Harbours and Piers Act, 
to appoint a seasonal assistant or Deputy Wharfinger at a remun- 
eration of #480.00 per month during the most active months of 
the shipping season, April 15 to December 15 annually - to be 
aid out of the wharf revenues at Sept Iles which totalled

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This seasonal appointee will require Grade 12 
education or equivalent and would be employed on a 44 hour

Special Capital Charge and Cost-Sharing 
for Project Sewers 


The following analysis describes the cost-sharing 
arrangements for storm and sanitary sewers serving the Department 
of Transport Site. 


a) Special Capital Charge: 


This charge of 17¢ per square foot on the gross area 
of all new buildings is intended to finance: 


I) the construction of a sewage treatment plant; 


II) the separation of the combined sewer system. 


Because we are using both the treatment plant and the 
separated down-stream sanitary sewer, these charges apply. 


b) Project Sewers 


It was considered desirable that the project area be 
serviced with deep sewers, i.e. below lowest basement level. To 
provide this type of service, it is necessary to construct a storm 
sewer outfall below the Rideau Canal locks and also, to connect 
the sanitary sewer to the interceptor below Sussex Drive. Our 
Cost-Benefit Analysis indicated that it would be less costly to 
provide deep sewers than to require exclusive basement water- 
proofing for buildings and truck tunnel as well as constructing 
a lift station. The extension of storm and sanitary sewers beyond 
the project boundary is economically advantageous to the Commission 
and results in a superior and more flexible design.
